Prince Galatzine Defends Paris Divorce Action to Retain Third Colliery Joins 


Monthly Dole of $250

PARIS, May 18—The divorce action of Aimee Crocker-Ashe- 
Gillig-Gouraud-Miskinoff-Galatzine against Prince Mistislav Galatzine, 
youthful Russian nobleman, came up for pleading in the Paris court 
‘Tuesday. A letter purporting to have been w ritten by the Princess and 
read in court, declared that she had “hired the services” of Prince 
Galatziae as a purely commercial transaction. 

Furthermore, the letter set forth that she was to pay him $250 a 
month, but only $125 if the couple were divorced. Thus, ff she wins 
her suit, the much-married daughter of California will save $126 
monthly as long as Galatzine lives. The Prince, however, is determined 
to fight for the $250. 

In a counter-suit, presented by M. Campinchi, one of the leaders 
of the French bar, Prince Galatzine alleged that she had no reason to 
divorce him as he thad lived up to the contract to keep the, marriage 
one in name only, whereas she had accorded favors to at least three 
named co-respondents, 

The letter, which was short, thanked him in advance, then “with- 
out any expression of tenderness,” the Prince's counsel told the court, 
it plunged into the commercial aspects of the matter. 

“T consent to pay you during the existence of both of us $250 a 
month, but if there isa divorce I will pay you only $125 monthly during 
your life time." 

Galatzine’s lawyer asserted that hts client had hesitated a long time 
before accepting the terms Aimee offered him in exchange for the right 
to call herself Princess, but, rutaed by the Russian revolution and hav- 
ing an aged mother to support, he finally consented to farm out the 
title for the stipulated price. . 

After making her choice of Prince Galatzine, the former San 
Trancisco beauty, now 55 years of age, paid the passage of the Prince 
to various cities from Nice to Paris, thea to New York, even settling 
some of his billy according to the evidence, and finally, disillusioned, 
she returned to Paris, leaving him in America. 

Among her allegations against the Prince is one that he belittled 
her father. When he was told ehe was the daughter of a soted judge, 
he replied: “American judges are not much.”
